the arable and pasture lands, influences 
from the Pacitic warming the winter 
nir. : 

Then along and near the line of the 
Canwdiin Pacitic as it approaches the 
mountains, rich coal fields, both bitu- 
minous and anthracite were liseovered. 
The Canadian North West, though not 
weil furni-hel with timber, doubtless 
could supply che whole continent with 
coal for centuries to come. In the ro- 
gions of the Beily and Bow Rivers 
alune, it is estimated by the Geolo- 
gical Survey that there are about 800, 
000,000 tons of good coal ; and farther 
north, at Edmonton, the citizens are 
supplied with the product of their own 
coal miners at a cost of less than three 
dollars « ton. Canadian anthracite has 
heen sold in the California markets. 

The discovery of large areas of pet 
role basins was reported several years 
ago in the Athabasca region. Com- 
paratively tittle is known yet of the 
value of these finds or of the extent of 
Canada’s coal supply. Prosfessor Daw- 
son, of the Geological Survey, thinks 
the oil district cos: prises nearly 150,000 
square miles.
